CIRCUIT COURT, NEW YORK. 

A question of commercial importance came 
before this Court on Monday. The Tombeck- 
bee Bank of Mobile held the drafts on a house 
in this city, duly accepted, but protested for non- 
payment, and settled with an indorser, receiving 
the principal and interest only, and reserving one 
of the bills as the ground of an action on which 
to recover the damages on all the billse—amount 
of damages at ten per cent. $2500. This action 
was brought to recover these damages. The de- 
claration was in usual form on a Bil of Ex- 
change against drawers. 

In defence, the counsel for the defendants in- 
sisted that by receiving payment of the principal 
and interest of the bill, the holders had lost 
all right to the damages, and relied on the case 
of Johnston vs. Branan, in 5 Johnson's Reports, 
where an indorsee was denied the right of re- 
covering the interest on a note, of which the 
principal had been paid, and the Court held in- 
terest could not be recovered separately after 
payment of principal. 

Judge Edwards, in charging the Jury, instruct- 
ed them that the plaintitfs, by receiving the 
principal and interest of the Bills of Exchange, 
had in effect released all right to damages; and 
damages could not be recovered on a bill after 
the principal and interest had been received by 
the holder.—The Jury returned a verdict into 
court; but the plaintiffs’ counsel claiming to be 
called, and not answering to the call, the ver- 
dict, which was for the defendants, was not re- 
corded, and the plaintiffs became nonsuited 
Mr. Daniel Lord, jun. for the plaintiffs, Messrs.

ROSES TWICE A YEAR. 

As this is the season when the following direc- 
tions for obtaining roses of all kinds twice a year 
must be putin practice, ifat all, we publish them 
for the benefit of those who delight in the cul- 
tivation of that flower. They are taken from 
the Bulletin Universel, and are said to be fur- 
nished by M. Doretti Richardot. 

1. Immediately after the first flowering, the 
shrub ie to be deprived of every leaf, and those 
branches which have borne roses cut so that 
only two or three buds shall remain. The cut- 
ting of the weaker branches may be in a less 
degree. If the weather be dry when the leaves 
are removed, it will be necessary to thoroughly 
water the stem, for several days, with the rose 
of the watering-pot; in this way, the sap will not 
be arrested. 2. Then the brush is to be used, 
and the rosetree well cleansed by it, so that all 
mouldiness shall disappear: this operation is very 
easy afier en obundant rain. 3. The earth 
about the rose tree is to be disturbed, and then 
twenty-four sockets of calves’ feet are to be pla- 
ced in the earth round the stem, and about four 
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Linches distant from it. The boofe of young

be placed with the points downwards, so that | 


the cups shall be nearly level with the surface 
of the earth, and the plant well surrounded. 
This operation is to be repeated in the Novem- 
ber following. These hoofs, dissolved by the 
rain or the waterings, form an excellent manure, 
which hastens the vegetation, and determines the 
reproduction of flowers. 4. Two waterings per 
week will suflice in ordinary weather, and they 
should be made with the rose of the watering pot, 
so that the hoofs may be filled; but, if the at- 
mosphere is dry, it will be necessary to water 
the plants every evening; and in the latter case 
it will be necessary, from time to time, to direct 
the stream of water on the head of the tree.

The following horrible occurrence has excited 
great consternation in the vicinity of Poligny, 
canton of St. Bonnet. On Monday, the 13th 
inst., about nine o’clock in the morning, a wo- 
man named Millon left the village of Villeneuve, 
driving an ass loaded with potatoes for the 
market of St. Bonnet, at which town she was 
also in expectation of finding letters from her 
husband, who was absent in Poitou. ‘One of her 
neighbors had been about to accompany her, 
but being delayed by some circumstances, did 
not set out till near a quarter of an hour after 
her. The latter soon ran back to the village, 
declaring that she had just found Millon stretch- 
ed out in the middie of the road, a short dis- 
tance off, weltering in her blood, and the ass 
standing near her. On the arrival of the inha- 
bitants at the spot, the poor woman was found 
lying as described, quite dead, with her throat 
cut in three places, and a severe wound in the 
lower part of the stomach. The officers of 
justice immediately put themselves im motion to 
detect the perpetrator of so atrocious a deed, 
committed in open day, and on a well-frequented 


road. Robbery was evidently not the motive of 


the act, as the gold cross, heart, and ear-rings 
of the deceased remained untouched. It ap- 
peared also that she had endeavored to defend 
herself, since her hands were much cut, as 
if in attempting to grasp the fatal knife. Sus- 
picfon fell upon a young man named Martin 
Reynaud Gay, a native of Poligny, it being 
generally believed that an intimacy had former- 
ly subsisted between him and the deceased, 
which had of late taken an opposite turn, in 
consequence of Millon's having interfered to 
break off an intended marriage between him and 
a young girl to whom he had transferred his 
affections, and who was possessed of some little 
property. On searching for Gay, it was ascer- 
tained that he had left home on Sunday, the 
very day before the murder, and had not been 
heard of since. An endeavor was made to 
trace certain footsteps which appeared imprinted 
in the moist ground near the scene of the murder, 
and they were with some difficulty at length 
tracked toa neighboring mill-sluice, on dragging 
which the body of Gay was discovered, while a 
knife stained with blood, and having a portion 
of hair of the same color with that of Millon 
yet sticking to it, was found upon the bank. 
The inference drawn wes, that Gay fi:st mur- 
dered the unfortunate woman, and then, actua- 
ted by remorse or the dread of justice, put an 
end to his own life.

BritisH anp ForeiGn Biers Society.— 
The twenty-fifth anniversary meeting of this s0- 
ciety was held on Wednesday, May 6th, at the 
Freemason’s Hall, Great Queen street. The 
meeting was most numerously and respectably 
attended. Among the persons on the platform 
there were Lord Teignmouth, (the President of 
the society,) Lord Calthorpe, Lord Lorton, Lord 
Valentia, the Bishops of Litchfield and Coventry, 
Winchester, Chester, and Calcutta, Mr. Wilbe- 
force, Hon. C. J. Shore, and a considerable 
number of clergymen of all denominations. At 
11 o’clock Lord Teignmouth took the chair.— 
The secretary read the roport, which was of a 
most gratifying character. It appeared that the 
nett receipts of the society up to the Ist of April 
were £86,259 ls. 6d., being £7,315 12s. 7d. 
over last year’s receipts. The number of bibles 
and testaments issued during the year amounted 
to 363,424, being an excess of 29,154 over that 
of any one year since the commencement of 
the society. ‘he meeting was addressed by the 
Bishops of Litchfield and Coventry, of Chester, 
of Winchester, the Bishop elect of Calcutta, and 
other gentlemen. 
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The Duke de Choiseul has commenced an ac- 
tion against M. Ducis, manager of the Theatre 
Feydeau, respecting his right to a private box. 
It appears that the father of the present Duke 
had: given a piece of land, in 1780, for the erec- 
tion of the Theatre Favart, on the sole condition 
that a box near the stage should be reserved for 
his family in perpetuity whether the company 
should continue the same, should remove to any 
other situation, or not. ‘This arrangement was 
confirmed and recognised by two judicial acts in 
the years 1781 and 1792. In 1805 the company 
removed to the Theatre Feydeau; and on M. de 
Choiseul making his claim, resisted it, on the 
ground that it was now a different company from 
that which was a party to the former bargain.— 
In 1807 the Duke obtained a decision in his fa- 
vour, and has enjoyed his box from that time up 
to last September, when, by a change in the ad- 
ministration of the theatre, M. Ducis becoming its 
head, again refused to recognise the Duke’s 
right, but offered him the preference, if he chose 
to rent the box in question. A proposal has 
been since made, that M. de Choiseul shal! have 
the use of the box pending the suit; and should 
the cause be decided against him, that he shall 
pay a stipulated rent for the use of it during 
the interval. This the opposite party has de- 
clined. The cause, which is expected to come 
on soon for hearing, creates a great sensation 
among the theatrical folks at Paris.

The Spanish correspondent of a French paper 
gives an account of a horrible murder, commit- 
ted on the 17th of last month at Lucena, in An- 
dalusia. Donna Maria de Aracel Chacon, a Ia- 
dy of rank, sister to the Count de Campo d’Aras, 
had gone out on that evening to a party at the 
house of one of her nephews, to which she was 
attended by an Italian servant, a native of Ge- 
noa, by name Barberini, who had been above 
eight years in her service. This wretch, after 
leaving bis mistress with her friends, returned 
home, and first cutting the cook’s throat, as she 
was in the act of preparing a salad in the kitch- 
en, went into the room where another female 
domestic was employed in arranging the furni- 
ture; having succeeded in depriving the unfortu- 
nate girl of life in a similar way, he dragged 
both the bodies into a passage leading from the 
dining-room, and there left them. At the hour 
appointed, he went to attend his lady home, but 
scarcely had she entered her own house when he 
thrust her violently against the wall of the cor- 
ridor, and despatched her also by repeated stabs 
of a poniard. His bloody task performed, he 
retired quietly to bed, and the next morning ac- 
tually went to market as usual. In the even- 
ing he left the town, carrying with him every 
thing portable of any value in the house, with 
whick he loaded a mule, and set out for the 
nearest sea-port, in the hope, it is supposed, of 
getting over to his own country with his booty.

During an engagement under the walls of si- 
listria, a bomb, with a burning match, thrown-by 
the enemy, fell mto a redoubt. A bombardier, 
of the name of Rudnitschenke, belonging to the 
tirst battery-company of the 16th Brigade of Ar- 
tllery, being aware of the danger which this 
accident threatened, seized hold of the bomb, 
and threw it so cleverly over the parapet, that 
it did not explode until it fell into the ditch, 
where it could occasion no damage. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief rewarded this gallant and dar- 
ing action with a mulitary decoration. A few 
days afterwards, Rudnitschenke found another 
opportunity to give a striking proof of hie pre- 
sence of mind, by pitching an enemy's grenade, 
of 20 pounds weight, out of the redoubt. One 
report of this being made, the emperor conde~- 
scended to promote him to the rank of a Pyre- 
technist, and to order a reward of 1,000 roables 
to be paid to him, with double pay hereafter.— 
A Pyrotechnist, of the name of Kirila Tscher- 
nowanow, of the Lith Brigade of Artillery, 
manifested a similar degree of intrepidity before 
Schumla, when, seeing a grenade falling into 
the midst of a redoubt, picked it up instantly, © 
and hurled it over the breastwork, after which 
it burst harmlessly in the fosse. 

When the enemy suddenly attacked our in- 
trenchments before Schumla during the night, 
between August 27 and 28, and had already, 
owing to the superiority of his forces, penetrat-

EXTRAORDINARY THIEF. 


One of the most extraordinary characters ever 
brought up in the “prigging ring,” as the extensive 
society of thieves is caled, is a young man samedi 
James Hawkins, who has scouted all attempts to ban 
ish him fiom this country. Ile is now about town, 
living, the police admit, according to bis former plan, 
but very cautious in his operations, and never enga- 
ging inor countenaneing any desperate or cruel en- 
terprise. He became, when a mere boy, a pupil of 
the pugilistie school, and is well known by all the 
fighting men of London. His progress in the art of 
boxing was amazing: he was consiulered one of the 
very best of what are called “the light weights;” but 
in the course of his probation as a fighter he showed 
another taste which led him into many serious em- 
barrassments. It was certainly but » natural step 
from one ring into the other, and then into Newgate. 
In the year 1816, according to the prison books, 
Hawkins was committed to the Giltspar-street Compt- 
er, for two years, for stealing a sitver wateh, chain, 
and seals, from a gentleman. He was then fourteen 
years old, and he conducted himself with great pro- 
ge during the whole period of his continement. 

le gave a sample in the Compter of the singular ac- 
tivity which he aft-rwards displayed on dangerous oc- 
casions, and of the resolute spirit which those who 
know him have not failed to deserbe in terms of the 
most enthusiastic admiration. Some laborers were 
employed at the top of the prison in making some 
repairs, and Hawkins asked permission to assist them, 
as they were in want of a hand. The governor,( Mr. 
Teague,) conse :ted, and the young prisoner moant- 
ed to the top of the gaol in an instant; and z 
swallow’s nest in a corner, which it was impossible to 
reach without imminent danger of a dashed to. 
pieces, he made a spriug, and reached the spot. 
The bird flew out, and Hawkins darted one the 
ledges, and from plank to plank, afier it, as if the 
flight was not a yard from the ground. ‘Shis speci- 
men was quite enough to convince the governor, that 
if his prisoner shoul! have any opportunity afforded 
to him, be wou!'d not hesitate to give “leg bail” for 
his appearance, and a sharp watch was kept over his 
motions. Upon leaving the prison in June, 1818, be 
received assistance from some of the fanciers of fights, 
and he frequented all the well-known “flash ervbs’” 
about town. He m'ght have supported himself by 
the exhibition of his skill as a pugilist, but nature was 
8» powerful within him, as to exere'se an undivided 
control over his mind. He picked a gentleman's: 
pocket of a pocket-bouk at one of the theatres about 
a year after his discharge, and was apprehended, eaa-— 
victed, and sentenced to be transported lor life. He, 
had, between the period of his discharge and his se- 
cond “trouble,” committed several whieh 
he was candid enough to avow, and he admitted that 
he deserved punishment for his past life. He, haw- 
ever, always had an insuperable objection to. transpor- 
tation. Upon being landed in New South Wales, he 
began to think of the means of returning; and finding 
that a vessel was about to sail for he 
immediately set to work, but was ee 
from the place in whieh he was lodged, that —— 
be suited with a master. As transports have 
endeavoured to hide themselves on board vessels 
about to sail for England, the captains of eo 
realy to depart are in the habit of fumigating 
hokls with sulphur. This soon compels a convict 
who may have concealed himself to come forth, and 
any one caught under such circumstances fs subject. 
to immediate punishment. In this instance the shigr 
was fumigated, the hold was a complete sulphurous 
fug; even the sailors on deck were searcely able to 
endure the atmosphere. The Captain stood over the 
hatches, and call-d aloud “Below,” but no answer was 
returned. “Cover the hatches, then,” said the 
tain “let us kill all the rats.”” The order was obeyed, 
and many a rat breathed his last. On the day after 
the ship put out to sea, the sailors were surprised to 
find a stranger at mess. “Who the devil are you!” 
said they to a young fellow in a Hulk dress. “Hush,” 
said he, “I am just come from below; I went down to 
look after the rats, and I’m blowed if chere’s one of 
’em alive.” 

The captain was immediately apprized that he bad 
an unexpected customer , and considering that a man 
who woukl undergo so dreadful a fumigation from # 
mere love of his country was no common person, or- 
dered that he should be kept in irons. Hawking 
never murmured, but as soon as the vessel reached 
Woolwich he contrived to slip down, irons and all, 
into the river, and to swim ashore. He soon reach- 
ed Deptford, where his brother resided, and having 
been released from his irons, he walked up to the 
metropolis, but did not show himself for sometime. 
As he was by this time pretty well known to the 
police, he thought the most prudent trade for him to 
follow wasthe country trade. He went round to the 
great coun ry towns and levied contributions very 
liberally, and he was punctual in his attendance at

by the Government of Ireland, which in- 
teuds to couduct its administration imparti.lly. 

** | will not now enter farther into the discussion of 
the legality of the RomanCatholic Association, or 
whether there is not a conspiracy in Lreland. Upon 
the first point, I hope we soon have the 
opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown in lreland, 
ealled for some time I admit that there is but 
little legal proof of the existence of the conspiracy; 
but there is mach of moral proof, which, 1 cannot but 
think, deserves the attention of Government. 

“It ia perfectly true that till I had occasion to 
write you on the tlth inst. respecting Mr. Mahon 
and Mr. Steele, I did not mention to you the King’s 
——- upon affairs in Ireland. I did not du so, be- 
cause I was in hopes that in the progress of events 
the King might see reason to-ehange his opinions, aid 
because it is really very painful to notice matters 
which wonid be ofa private nature, f they had not a 
bearing upen public affairs. 1 might have, at an 
earlier period, expressed the pain I felt at the attend- 
ance ntlemen of your tousehold, and even of 
your family, at the Roman Catholic Association. 1 
could not but feel that such attendance must expose 
your Government to mi-construction. But | was 
silent, because it is painful to notice such things; but | 
have always felt that if these impressions upou the 
King’s miad should remain—and I must say that re- 
cent transactions have given fresh cause for them—1 
could not avoid to mention them to you in a private 
communication, and to let you know the embarrass- 
ment whieh they vecasion. I may be blamed fur not 
communicating sooner that they existed; but, cousi- 
dering their continued exis'ence, and the renewed 
cause for them, I should be still more blamed if 1 
did not mention them. to you at all,

To this letter I senta reply, which was dated 
the 28d of November, 1828, which was in the 
following terms:— 

© Phenix Park, Nov. 23, 1828. 

“Mr pean Doxt or Weiiinoton.—I have re- 
ceived your letter of the 19h. It is not necessary that 
I should reply to it at great length; for after very care- 
fully examining and comparing it with mine of the 
lith, I find little in it beyond a repetition of accasa- 
tions already amply answered and refuted. 

“| have also attentively read the copy of my letter 
of the 14th, and there is notin ita sentiment expre:s- 
ed,or a word written, to which I do not strictly ad- 
here. I will merely observe that, ia re nting my 
ignorance of your intentions in regard to Ireland, | 
could only allude to your future policy, by a know- 
ledge of which I might have been mainly assisted; 
for, although it is qene clear that a country must be 
governed by existing laws, yet it may be well thought 
to be a question of expediency to what extent they 
are to be exercised; here the Governor becomes 
responsible; and I have pot been at all desirous of 
shrinking from ‘the responsibility. 

To this, my Lords, I should add one thing 
with respect to the Lord Cloncurry, which pro- 
bably was not known tothe Noble Duke now at 
the head of his Majesty’s Administration; and 
that is, that when the King was in Ireland, 
Lord Cloncurry was in constant attendance on 
his Majesty, and sat at his table.—( Hear, hear. ) 
—The fact was, my Lords, that Lord, Cloncur- 
ry thought himself very ill-used in the time of 
his late Majesty, having been confined twice on 
two charges, of which no proof could be addu- 
ced, and he had been on both occasions discarg- 
ed without being b to trial. In conse- 
quence of this, he had determined, when the 
King visited Ireland, not to approch his Majes- 
ty; and the King, on hearin aie, caused Lord 
Cloncurry to be sent for. is Lordship then 
came, and was very well received by his Majesty, 
and attended upon him, end sat at his table.— 
(Hear, hear.)—Then, one word as to my unfor- 
tunate son and some of my Staff visiting the 
Catholic Association. J] may state, that it was 
no more than some of the Staff of my illustrious 

predecessor had done. The truth is, my Lords, 

that the Catholic Association was consjdered in 

Dublin as a lion, and the strangers went to visit 

it, as they went to the Corn-Exchange, or to 

Exeter ’Cha to see the wild beasts. Now, 
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hope that upon that recomfmendation the state 
of afaien in ireland, and all the circumstances, 
would have been more appreciated, and 
that the conduct of the Irish Administration 
would be found not to deserve so much censure 
as it had been imagined to deserve. On that 
head I was undeceived by the letter from the 
Noble Duke of the 28th of December, from 
which I was very sensible that the relation be- 
tween me as Lord Lieutenant and the King’s 
Ministers could not longer exist. That letter

O'Gorman Mahon, at Eunis, | can only say that it 
seems 10 me to have been entirely Consistent. 

“ The report of bis conduct first reached it through 
the ordin-ry chanacis of communication. It was 
thought of sufficient conse qui noe to require a depasi- 
tion upon cath. This wasturnished. kt was del.be- 
rately considered; and in eomcurrence with the oji- 
nion of the Lord Chanec ilar, 1 did not think fit to tke 
aiy Measure upon it. The propriety of this decisivn 
is mater of opinion; U rctain minc. 

* That the mere circumstance of Mr. Mahon and 
Mr. Steete riding xbout the country in green ribands 
is 10 be consiblered sufficient to justify their dismissal 
trom the Magistrucy, | cannot admit. Have they ap- 
peared upon the scat of justice with these party 
evlours? No. When they do, the Chancellor will 
know how tu deal with them. | 

“Tu the case I quoted of Mr. Johuston, who, deco- 
raied wih anu orauge ribaml, actually harangued a 
mob (and that immediately alter the passng of the 
Act, now extuet, in which party badges were forbid- 
den,) the ChanccHor Manuers did not feel limseli

*¢ lo regard to Mr. Steeles there is no doubt that he 
had been uitending various chapels, aud haranguing 
tie congregations. T have directed a particular inqii-

LT have little to add to what I nave already said 
conetruing Lord Cloneurry. L believe tins to be a 
loyal subject, a goo. man, and an cxemplary magis- 
trate; and I eatnot consent to abamlon the exereise of 
my Ovndiserction, iu selecting those with whom I may 
deem it expedient and pradentto bold an intercourse. 
But even if IT were mistaken in the character of my 
Lod Cloncurry, and that he is not what I suppose 
him to be, L ans sure I shall not be thought arrogant 
in expressing a conviction that there is something in 
my own character, and in my well-known devoted and 
af ctionate atachment to the King, which ought to 
shicld me from the ig:putation of having selected and 
encomraged as acquaintance those who are ill-affected 
to his Majesty ’s person at d Government. 

© [ have, in fact, been most anxious to imitate, so 
far as my humble faculties would permit, the examp!e 
of his Majesty himself during his visit to Ireland; aud 
have serupulously attended to the King’s benign and 
paternal admonition, whea his Majesty quitted this 
kingllom—to ineuleate good fellowship and cordiality 
amongst all c'asses, and te promote conciliation. 

“Your observation upon the cireumstance of my 
son, and «f some of the Officers of my Suff, visiting 
the Catholic As.ociation, has hurt and surprised me. 

* A short time after my arrival, three or four of 
them strayed inte their debating room trom curiosity, 
They were unexpected, an‘l they imagined they were 
unobserved, They were, however, reengnised. The 
occurrence was mischicvously commented upon. | 
admonished them not to repeat their visit, and to 
avoid all clubs or meeiings of « political character, and 
it cost them nothing to obey the injunetion. Yet this 
is remarked upon as a stain upon me, as if I Lad 
sanetinned the measure. 

“The letter I wrote to Mr. Lamb upon the occa- 
sion would show sufficiently that I disapproved of it; 
although L certainly did not attach that importance to 
it you appear to think it deserved.

“You certainly have the power of considering it so, 
or not; but | must reserve to myself the same liberty, 
if it shou'd hereafter become necessary for my justifi- 
cation; and J sincerely believe that I can justify every 
act—nay, CU will even go farther, and express my con- 
viction, that if the King had the same opportunity that 
[ have of witnessing the present state of the country, 
his Majesty would be satisfied that a sound and pru- 
deut policy had been exercised. B lieve me, my dear

“ My Dear Lorp ANGLEsra,—I bave beea very 
sensible, since I received your last Ictter, that the cor- 
respoodence which that letter terminated had left usin 
a relation towards cach ether which ought not to exist 
between the Lord Lieutenant and the King’s Minister; 
and conld rot continue to exist without great inconveni- 
ence and injury to the King’s service. I refrained from 
acting upon this feeting tll I should be able to consult 
with my colleagues, and | tovk the earliest opportunity, 
wh ch the return to town of those who ‘were absent af- 
forded, to obtain their opinion, which concurred with 
my own. Under these circumstances, having taken the 
King’s pleasure upon the subject, his Majesty has desired 
me to infirm you, that he intends to yelieve you from 
the Government of Ireland. I will shortly notify the ar- 
rangeiwents which will become necessary 1p consequence.

In answer I wrote this letter of date the 30th 
December, to the Noble Duke at the head of the

If the matter had terminated here, the House 
would never have been troubled with the subject, 
as his Majesty unquestionably had a right to re- 
call his Lord Lieutenants whenever he pleased, 
whatever might be the reasons; and therefore 
although I would have been disappointed that 
the state of Ireland, and the circumstances in 
which I was placed, did not meet with a closer 
investigation, I should have felt it my duty to 
have been silent about the matter. But as al! 
this was followed by a stronger reproof, than 
was, perhaps, ever given to a public officer, | 
thought it right to bring the whole matter before 
this house, as far as 1 had the opportunity to do 
so. I received this letter, dated the 10th Janua- 
ry, 1829, fromthe Home Secretary: —

“My Ponw—h is my daty to acquaint your Excel- 
lency that his Majesty’s Guverameut have taken into 
their consideration a letter which has been published in 
the Newspapers, purporting to have been addressed by 
your Excellency to the Rev. Dr. Curtis, oi the aathen- 
ticity of which there can be no question.

return to England, placing the Government of Irciand, 
ior the present, in the bands of Lords Jastices. 
“Jencl+se his Majeéty’s warrant, authorizing 
Excellency to constitute the Lord Primate, the 
Chancellor, and the Commander of the Troops of Ire- 
land, to be his Majesty's Justices in your Excellency's 
absence, or until lsis Majesty’s farther pleasare be sig- 
nifi-d; and 1 am to eppvey to your Excellency his Ma- 
jesty’s command, that their appointment may take place

This was tlhe advice contained 
in that letier, and it is my confklent belief, that 
if that letter had not been published, and if that

cember. The report that I was recalled soon 
became prevalent, and at ten o’clock in the 
morning the Chief Secretary (Lord Levison 
Gower) and Mr. Attorney-General Joy came to | 
the Phenix Park, along with others, in order to | 
ascertain the fact. They declared that an ex- | 
traordinary degree of excitement prevailed | 
amongst all classes in consequence of this event; 

and at three o’clock other influential persons, 

who came from Dublin for the same purpose, 

repeated the report of the agitated state of the 

public mind, and implored me either to contra- 

dict the report of the recall if I could, or at 

least to apply some remedy to that alarming 

agitation which was visible in the movements of 

the people of Dublin. To contradict the report 

was impossible, for on the table before me lay 

the letter of my recall from the Government of 
Ireland, and it was equally impossible, I con- 

ceived, to apply a remedy for the agitation, be- 

cause I could not so far conpromise the situa- 

tion which I held as to communicate with the 

agitators upon that subject to which the agita- 

tion was to be attributed. On the return to 

Dublin of those persons who had visited me in 

the course of the day, they saw the leading 

Members of the Association who were anxious 
to ascertain the truth of the report, and they 

also made streng representations upon the sub- 

ject of the alarming feverish distress and cx- 

citement which prevailed among the people, and 
they stated, that as the Association was to mcet 
on the next day, it was much to be feared they 

would pass some very violent resolutions, And 
here I would pause, and beg the Noble Lords 
who hear nic not to allow themselves to believe 

for an instant that I attributed this fever, and 
this alarm, and this excitement upon the re- 
port of my recall, to any p*rsonal love which the 
Catholic people of Ireland bore to me or to my 
administration of the Government. No such 
thing; I never for an instant attributed their 
conduct to any such cause. I attributed it to 
the natural source—that sourte which must 
have been obvious to every man. They felt 
that the question of Catholic emancipation must 
be disposed of. They felt a conviction that the 
moment was at last come when the Ministry had 
come to a determination not to entertain that 
question. They imagined that my dismissal 
from the Government was connected with that 
resoluiion, and it was the cause in which they 
felt so deep an interest, that was despaired of 
at the time when this agitation prevailed. I 
was pressed on all hands to do something, how- 
ever, to ullay this irritation, and it at length 
flashed across ny mind that some use might be 
made of that disastrous letter to which so much 
allusion has been made. It occurred to me that 
some good might arise from the recommenda- 
tions contained in that letter, being made public 
at that moment, and I said to those that applied 
to me, **Go to Dr. Curtis, and if you think, 
upon the perusal of that letter that any good 
use can be made of it, you are at liberty to use 
it.”? The letter was, in consequence of a per- 
mission thus obtained, published the next morn- 
ing, and the effect of its appearance was almost 
magical. It was almost impossible to con- 
ceive that such consequences could have re- 
sulted from making use of such a document, 
bat it produced instantaneous tranquillity ; 
and from the manner in which its sentiments 
were taken up by the Association, | am confi- 
dent it tended much to prevent any disturb. 
ance of the public tranquillity. J do not mean to 
say, my Lords, that there ever was any fear of 
insurrection. That I never feared, but I do say 
that there was at that moment such a feeling of 
discontent and irritation in the minds of the peo- 
ple as would have rendered it exceedingly diffi- 
cult to preserve the public peace, and a due re- 
spect for tre Government. I now wish to call 
your Lordship’s attention to the words of the 
letter itself. I wish your Lordships to consider it 
in the spirit and in the feelings with which it was 
written, and I can assure your Lordships at the 
very outset, that the spirit and the feelings 
were on my part perfecily kind. The letter 
gave advice to the Catholics, which re- 
cent circumstances have proved to be well- 
founded. It proved indisputably that any ap- 
peal to brute force could not advance their 
cause, and pointed out to them that their only 
resource was to be found in the wisdom of the 
Legislature. Where, then, I would ask, is the 
mischief of which I have been charged with pro- 
ducing, by the publication of that letter? It 
has been said, however, that | recommended agi- 
tation. I would those who make that charge, 
to point out to me a single paragraph which 

could be construed into an invitation to agi- 
tation. On the contrary, the whole course of 
my policy—the whole study of my Government, 
was to suppress agitation, and to silence agi- 

tators.
